Tha t ma n Fritz went from 
here to Ogle county a nd in less tha n three 
weeks committed a da ring burgla ry, wa s 
indicted, confessed his crime, wa s sent to 
the penitentia ry a nd is there to-da y pa y­ 
ing the pena lty of bis crime. 
Tell me if 
you ca n why you mentioned this ca se? 
You spea k of the Thoma s ca se in De- 
Ka lb; it is true a ma n confessed he ha d 
committed a crime for which a nother ha d 
been convicted, but when the convicted 
ma n a pplied to Governor Oglesby for a 
pa rdon a nd the ma tter wa s thoroughly 
investiga ted it wa s refused; the Governor 
wa s sa tisfied the convicted ma n wa s the 
euilty ma n, a nd he still lingers in prison.

Mr. Bethea is mista ken when

tha t juries ha ve been sa dly mista ken a nd 
deceived; a nd fa llen short of their duty 
in a multitude of ca ses.

31 r. Bethea ha s sa id a n a libi is the only 
defence in this ca se; I will discuss the 
proof on tha t subject furtner on.

is no doubt tha t Fra nk C. Thiel wa s mur­ 
dered by some one, the only issue is did 
th e defenda nt commit the crime. 
We 
co mmen ced t# tra ce him from the time 
Cla ra Bra utiga m a nd Thiel sa t on the 
Keystone House porch. Cla ra Bra utiga m 
swea rs tha t she sa t on the porch of the 
second story pf the hotel on Sa turda y a f­ 
ternoon, the 12th of September, with 
Thiel; tha t some one beckoned to Thiel 
an d he ex cused himself, took his lmt a nd 
went down. 
The testimony of the ba r­ 
ber, George Leona rd, is tha t he sa w Ma sse 
motion to Thiel to come down; tha t Thiel 
ca me a nd they went into, the center of 
the street; ta lked a few moments, a nd 
Thiel returned to the hotel a nd Mosse 
n o rth , towa rd the’shop, which is over C. 
A. To d d ’s ha t store. Gentlemen, y o u will 
b eliey e the testimony of these two dis­ 
in terested witnesses before you will th at 
if th e defenda nt. 
We nex t see Th iel g o ­ 
in g to ward s 
the Centra l depot, n o t with 
Mo sse but a lone; where do we nex t sec 
Th iel; wh ere do we nex t see Mo sse? 
Ch arles Kn o d le 
sa ys he sa w Mo sse at th e 
'en tral d ep o t 
a nd it wa s his b elief th at 
Th iel sat 011 the tru ck with h im. 
Th *; d e­ 
fen d an t swears tha t he wa s n o t with Th iel 


X th e d ep o t; h e " ’as 
with some one; y o u 
v. ill n o t d o u b t. 
Wh o in th ew o ild was it? 
Vby d id y o u 
not tell us on the witn ess 
stan d ? 
Ch arles Knodle ca nnot b e mis­ 
ta ken: wh o then wa s y o u with? Mo sse 
th en went to Bpiller’s; Th iel went some 
wh ere we ca n’t tell where; we do not 
know where. 
We nex t see them a t the 
North-Western depot; the lirst person 
produced here who say s he sa w them to­ 
gether a t the North-Western depot wa s 
Louie Dix on, 
lie tells you kc met them 
going Kiuth from depot just a s the Oma ha 
tra in pulled out of the sta tion going west 
on tha t da y of the muider. 
Now I wa nt 
to tell you tha t the eyes of those little 
fellows, when their a ttention is ca lled to 
a nything, a re brighter tha n ours; their 
impressions a re stronger a nd more cor­ 
rect. 
They ha ve uot the ca res of life, 
the ca re*' of business tha t youa ud I ha ve. 
Louie's a ttention wa s ca lled pa rticula rly 
to these men, a s once a rried a club under 
his a rm in a peculia r wa y. A rema rk wa s 
then ma de a bout it by Louie Dix on to 
J a mes Curra n, who wa s with him. After 
the a rrest Louie Dix on went to tbe ja il 


a nd unmista ka bly identified him a s the 
ma n who ca rried the club; lie picked out 
tha t ma n a m ongst a ll the prisoners there; 
he knew his ma n. 
J a mes Curra n tells you the sa me story, 
he wa s with Louie Dix on a nd sa w the 
two men; he tells you the defenda nt wa s 
one of them, a nd tha t he ca rried the club; 
he remembers well the rema rk Louie D ix ­ 
on ma de to him tha t ca lled his a ttention 
so closely to the a ccused a nd when they 
met a nd Mosse a nd Thiel ha d pa ssed 
south tbe boys turned a nd wa tched them 
until they ha d pa ssed Curra n’s house. 
The testim ony of a ll the witnesses is tha t 
tbe defenda nt a nd Tbiel went south to­ 
wa rds Leiva n's just a s the Oma ha pa ssed 
out of the Dix on sta tion going west. 
It 
wa s on time tha t da y a nd left a t 3:42 
o’clock. 
The 
Northwestern depot js 
a bout one mile from the culvert where 
the murder wa s committed. 
As they 
pa ssed south Delia S. Mea d recognized 
them a s the persons she sa w a t her house 
the W ednesda y previous inquiring for 
Ma ggie Smith; her sister, Mrs. Sherwood 
Dix on, recognized them a lso a s the sa me 
persons, a nd went to the ja il a fter the 
murder a nd recognized the prisoner here 
a s the ma n who wa s with Thiel on 
W ednesda y a nd a lso on the fa ta l Sa tur­ 
da y. 
Little Libbie Leva n sa w them turn 
west towa rds the culvert. 
She could not 
positively identified them, ba t she thinks 
they were the men a nd they pa ssed her 
house but a few minutes a fter Mrs Dix on 
a nd Miss Mea d sa w them pa ss. 
You re 
member from the pla t now in evidence 
tha t the roa d lea ding south from the 
Northwestern depot pa sses by Curra n’s, 
Dix on’s, a nd termina tes in tbe ea st a nd 
west roa d a t Leva n’s bouse, a ha lf mile 
south of the Northwestern depot a nd tha t 
on this ea st a nd west roa d a ha lf mile 
west of Leva n’s is the culvert, a nd there 
a re no houses on either side of the roa d 
west of Leva n’s until a fter you pa ss the 
culvert. 
We ha ve now tra ced them by 
a ll the witnesses within a ha lf mile of the 
culvert, a nd still going in tha t direction. 
Fra nk C. Thiel never returned from tha t 
fa ta l journey; his body wa s ea rned ba ck 
by stra nge ha nds six da ys a fterwa rds. 
We ca n tra ce J oseph Mosse. 
The sa me 
Ma mie a nd J a mes Curra n sa w him return 
by tha t sAme roa d on the sa me a fternoon 
a t a bout ha lf pa st five o’clock, 
alone . He 
did not ca rry the club, it ha d done its pa rt 
of tbe bloody work. 
Mosse wa s nex t 
seen a t the Centra l depot a nd nex t a t 
Spider’s. 
Mr. Bethea a sks why Mrs. Dix on did 
not notice the broken a ccent of the defen­ 
da nt when a t her house on the W ednes­ 
da y before the murder, a nd w hy she did 
not mention it on the witness sta nd.

ca n tell you for her. 
She wa s not a sked 
the question whether or not she noticed 
it. 
It is not in evidence. 
All we ha d the 
right to do wa 9 to a sk her whether this is 
the ma n; wre did so. 
She a nswered un­ 
hesita tingly tha t he is. 
It wa s not for us 
to go into pa rticula rs a nd a sk her how 
she knew he wa s the ma n; nor to go into 
minutia of her knowledge, or enquire a s 
to the source or founda tion of it. 
Tha t 
is left for the cross ex a miner. 
If he de­ 
sires to test her a ccura cy he should put 
her to every test by cross questions. 
Did 
he do it? 
N o, gentlemen he did not. He 
preferred not to venture tha t question 
but to go to you in a rgument a nd cla im 
she did not notice it. Why did he not a sk 
her? 
W hy pla ce her in tha t position? 
She would ha ve a nswered ca ndidly a nd 
honestly. 
Mr. Bethea , you da red not a sk 
her tha t question. 
Gentlemen, you ha ve seen the purpose 
of cross-ex a mina tion during this tria l; 
you understa nd they a re to a sk every 
thingjtha t will tend to cross or test the 
witness. 
You will not, I know, cha rge 
her fa ilure to mention this Subject to Mrs. 
Dix on but to Solomon H. Bethea . 
Ask 
yourselves when you go to your jury 
rooms why this question wa s not put. 
This ma nner of dea ling with a witness is 
not fa ir. 
A witness ha s no right to a n­ 
swer wha t they a re not a skeu a nd ha d 
M is. Dix on done so, a nd sta ted tha t she 
noticed his broken a ccent, she would ha ve 
been justly rebuked by court a nd cum 
sel. 
It wa s lier duty a nd her right only 
to a nswer the questions a sked her. this 
she did a nd did honestly. 
Mr 
Bethea 
spea ks highly of her a nd her honestly, 
a nd in the sa me brea th insinua tes a ga inst 
her testimony. 
She ha s uo interest in 
this ca se; she comes here a t ihe ma nda te 
of the la w to tell you* simply wha t she 
knows a bout it a nd it is not m her hea rt 
to do a cruel thing, or a n unfa ir a ct to­ 
wa rds the prisoner a t the ba r. 
She would 
not utter a word tha t might tend to ta ke 
a wa y huma n life or liberty without the 
grea test ca re a nd ca ution ;her inclina tions 
would be the opposite, tin 1 it is no plea s­ 
ing ta sk for her to come here a nd give 
h r testimony. 
She does fl only tha t 
justice ma y not fa il. 
There is but one person connected with 
the Wednesda y's a nd Sa turda y’s tra nsa c­ 
tions with whom Mr. Bethea is pa rticu­ 
la rly delighted. 
Tha t person 
is Mrs. 
Mont Fla tt. 
Let 
us 
see 
why 
she 
sha ll be 
believed « a nd a ll the 
credited. 
She 
wa s a t Mrs. 
Leiva n's 
Wednesda y 
uftcrnon; 
two 
persons 
ca me there. 
She ha d never seen either 
of 
them 
before; 
she 
never 
sa w 


ha d seen him often; lie ha d just teen 
a sking her questions for fifteen minutes; 
she ha d looked him in the fa ce, but ha d 
not observed whether or not he ha d a 
musta che. 
W ill you, then, give her more 
credit tha n Louie Dix on, J a m esa nd Ma u­ 
rice Curra n, Mrs. Leiva n, Mrs. Dix on a nd 
Delia S. Mea d, a ll whom sa w him often, 
a nd immedia tely a fter the a rrest; a nd a ll 
identified him a bsolutely a s the ma n who 
went with Thiel the W ednesda y before 
a nd the Sa turda y of tbe murder. 
On the da y of the a rrest, J a mes Curra n, 
one of our ma in w itnesses,— a bright little 
fellow —wa s ta ken t© the ja il by Messrs. 
O’Brien a nd Bethea ,' then the a ttorneys 
for the a ccused, to see if he could identi­ 
fy Mosse. 
They iva nted to test his 
strength, a s I did Mrs. Fla tt’s. 
When, a t 
the ja il, Mr. O ’Brien pointed out a ma n 
a nd sa id to J a m es Mtua t is the ma n, isn’t 
it? ” 
"No, sir,” w a r his prompt response; 
a nd then pointed to J oseph Mosse a nd 
sa id: 
"Tha t is the ma n.' 
They could 
not entra p him; he knew his ma n; he re­ 
lied on his convictions; he pointed his 
unerring finger towa rds this ma n. 
Mr. 
O’Brien wa s then content; he sa id no 
more; they tried no further. Mr. O’Brien 
then sa id to J a nies Curra n: 
Go now, to 
Mr. Morrison’s office a na tell him tha t 
you identified the ma n; a nd the bey ca me. 
N ow , gentlema n, I lea ve this bra nch of 
the ca se w itl| you. 
I wa nt to ca ll your a ttention to the fa ct 
tha t severa l witnesses sa w this defenda nt 
a round the culvert, da y a fter da y, with­ 
out a ny a ppa ra nl business; a nd we ca n­ 
not lea rn from the testimony tha t he ever 
enquired of but two persons for work. 
W ha t wa s he doing there? 
Did he stop 
a t Leiva n’s for work? Did he stop a t the 
eight-squa re house for work? 
Did he 
stop a t Kink’s, Hctlcr’s or Seibert’s? 
They were a ll fa rmers, a nd lived a long 
the roa d he frequented so much a fter the 
murder. 
Did he go into a ny other loca li­ 
ty a sking for work? 
W hy tra verse the 
sa me loca lity over da y a fter da y? 
One 
trip could ha ve told a il. 
Do men, a ctua l­ 
ly. looking for work, a ct thus? 
Do they 
not rema in in town, a nil enquire of fa rm­ 
ers, a s they come in? This ma n wa s, a ll 
a t once, seized with 
a grea t desire to 
work, a nd in the-imm edia te vicinity of 
the culvert, where poor Thiel la y in his 
impoverished gra ve. 
We bring this into the ca se a s a circum­ 
sta nce tending to show tha t usua l a nd 
stra nge fa scina tion we rea d of, in persons 
who ha ve com m i.ted murder, to visit the 
scene of the tra gedy. 
He could not sta y 
a wa y. 
If he is the guilty ma n; he knew 
tha t body wa s benea th 
tha t culvert. 
Wha t circumsta nces would a rise to dis­ 
close; a s a resting pla ce he could not tell, 
lie da red not contempla te. 
He could 
not lea ve it. 
He could not rema in a wa y 
from it. 
He wa s held by some unseen 
power. 
I ca n ima gine how in his cow ­ 
a rdly fea r he must na ve uttered, oh! who 
sha ll deliver me from this body of the 
dea d, a s he lingered there da y a fter da y 
on the high hill beyond, from where he 
coa id see for miles a round a nd wa tch the 
a pproa ch of people who might pa ss over 
or nea r his victim. 
While a round this 
pla ce lie conducted himself most stra nge­ 
ly, most unna tura lly. 
You remember the 
testim ony of Ha rry Da na ldson, they ma y 
sa y he wa s not telling the truth. A<*k them 
why? 
Wha t is Ihere in his testimony? 
Wha t is there in his fa ce tha t would lea d 
you to think he would fully swea r a wa y 
the life or liberty of his fellow ma n? — 
a nd one he never knew. 
He is a n hon­ 
est, ha rd working young ma n; a nd from 
a ll we see, hea r, or know of him, he ea rns 
his livelihood by severe toil; a nd no one 
ca n sa y ought a ga inst him. 
He a lso dis­ 
pla ys u degree of intelligence tha t sa tis­ 
fies you, I feel, tha t he is a ble to figbt his 
wa y tbrougbt the ba ttles of this life hon­ 
estly; with liis strong a rm a nd keen intel­ 
lect. 
You w.U believe ldm. 
And 1 be­ 
lieve I ca n sa y further, tha t we ha ve not 
produced a witness in this ca se tha t, ha s 
not won your respect; a nd ma ny your a d­ 
mira tion, a s they ha ve mine. Not one, 
tha t would lift his or her ha nd to God 
a nd sa y the truth, a nd noting but the 
truib, should he told, a nd then commit 
perjuury, for the sa ku of convicting tin* 
prisoner. 
You will sea rch in va in for 
a ny motive for so bla ck a crime us per 
j jury, on the pa rt of a ny of our witnesses. 
(Their fa ces, their testimony, their hea rts, 
{ a ll deny it. 
T a k. this h om e to yourselves. 
Were 
you ca lled a s ¡i witness ¡u a ca se like this, 
I you would h esita te; you would sa y 1 must 
not m a k e a mista ke; 1 must know before 
%I spea k, for h um a n life a nd'huma n liber: 
ty is a t sta ke. 
These people a re of the 
sa me cla ss a s you—ga thered from a ll the 


i different wa lks of life. Every'ma o, every

Mr. J a mes Penrose ha d noticed his ca t­ 
tle ma king the disturba nce a t the culvert. 
He first noticed it on the Sa turdry night 
of theminrder a bout six o’clock, but pa id 
no a ttention to it; he did suspect the ca use 
of it, but on Frida y, the 18th, he conclud­ 
ed to ex a mine the culvert a nd see wha t 
ca used the stra nge a ctions of his ca ttle; 
his eyes first rested on the foot of Fra nk 
C. Thiel; he knew * huma n form wa s pa r 
tia lly buried there. 
He went to Wilbur 
Hill s, where Da n Murphy wa s working, 
a nd took Murphy ba ck to the culvert. Tho 
whole truth soon fla shed over them. Thev 
then knew why the ca ttle ha d ma de such 
disturba nces, a nd they discovrred tha t 
the body which ha d la in there for six 
da ys ha d been recently covered with fresh 
ea rth. 
They could tell tha t by ex a m ina ­ 
tion. So could you. You could tell wheth­ 
er it wa s fresh or whether it wa s dry. 
They ex a mined not only tbe covering of 
the body but the hole where the dirt ca me 
from, a nd they tell you It wa s fresh; tha t 
the hole ha d been ma de with a spa de or 
shovel. 
They sa w the ma rks. 
They tell 
you a lso tha t the dirt ta ken from tb eho’e 
a t the north eud of the culvert wa s pla ced 
upon the body benea th; tha t it wa s not 
covered with dirt tha t ha d la in there a ny 
length of time. 
They tell you tha t they 
a re honest people a nd they know wha t 
they a re ta lking a bout. 
They mistrusted 
a ma n ha d been receutly murdered. They 
did not im a gine the body ha d been there 
six da ys, a nd ha d only been recently 
c ov e re d. 
They supposed the murder wa s 
recent. 
Nor did they know it wa s the 
body of Thiel. 
The officers were soon on 
the spot. 
When they sa w the fresh dirt 
a nd the fresh tra cks a nd the dea d Thiel 
before them they begun to wonder who 
wa s the guilty perpetra tor of this foul a nd 
bruta l murder. 
W here did suspicion a t 
once point? 
Where would it with you 
ha d you been tncre? 
Put yourself in the 
pla ce of these officers. They soon lea rned 
a ma n ha d been seen but a few minutes 
before going a long tha t roa d with a spa de. 
They knew the fresh dirt ha d been ta ken 
from the hole a nd pla ced on tlm b**dy 
with a spa de or shovel. 
This wa s a mere 
circumsta nce, a threa d. 
They begun to 
unra vel the fa bric of the testim ony tha t 
ba d been woven in this ca se.

During the pa st few weeks they ha v e 
Iteen the objects 6 £ much interest on account 
of their rich inherita nce, which ha s cha nged 
their condition front pa uperism to wea lth, 
and rev ea led a cha in of ev ents which ma ke 
up a v ery roma ntic story . 
The fa cts a ro a s 
fo.lows: 
On Dec. 16y last, there ‘was recorded in 
Erie, Fa.r the will of Lorenzo Eudy, by the 
provisions of which an inheritance valued at 
$10,000,000 is to be distributed to the heirs. 
In Saxony there is an estate of a baron, 
comprising 500 or 600 acres, which, in the 
eighteenth centurjr, descended to John Eudy 
in tho line of natural succession. 
He had 
bom to him- three son» and four daughters, 
all of whom came to America and settled in 
I#eyden, Franklin county, Mass. 
John, the 
eldest of these sons*, m arried and bad a 
family ol three sons and three daughters. 
The 
sons 
were 
named 
Lorenzo, 
John, 
and 
William. 
The 
eldest 
daughter 
m arried 
Gardner 
Wells, 
the 
founder of Wellsvillo, N.- Y. 
Mary died in 
May, 1871, and William« and Absing can not 
be found. John and Sarah, are in the county 
house at this place, and Lorenzo died at O. 
F. Butler’s, Poland Creek., N. Y., Oct. 10, 
1885. 
A calf skin poeketbook bearing the 
im print of tht Saxony coat of arms, con­ 
taining a letter and his father’s will, was 
found among his things. 
The latter docu­ 
ment bequeathed to each of his sons $100,000 
in bonds and mortgages bearing 5 per cent 
interest, t > go to them after hi» death, and 
in case the father survived them to descend 
in like manner to the oldest male children. 
The letter requested John to show the letter 
to each of his brothers. 
He complied with 
the request, walking the entire distance. 
The history of the Eudys since their set­ 
tlement in America is that of a baud of 
aimless wanderers. 
When a large tract of 
land was purchased for the ludían reserva­ 
tion in the western part of New York the 
family were living near Tonawaiuia, within 
the limits of the reservation, and were com­ 
pelled t© move to Dausville. All their house­ 
hold effects were piled on a wagon,

wind was blowing that day, aud one of the 
boxee, containing several papers, was blown 
to the ground aud broken.

were scattered to the wind, and m any of 
them lost 
After remaining in Dansville 
for a time the family removed to Whitney 
Valley. 
Whilo living there an. advertise­ 
ment in a religious paper making inquiries 
for the descendants of John Eudy attracted 
thoir attention.

for the will, but wer$ unable to find it, and 
concluded that it had been lost while tnov-

Smith, a clairvoyant and a companion, 
Mrs. Louisa Jane Wilson, who had but re­ 
cently come to live a t the Smith rooms. 
Mrs. Smith has lived for some time past in 
constant dread of her husband, who abused 
her a t every opportunity that presented 
and made her life almost unbearable by hia 
constant sprees. 
Last Thursday, resolved 
to bear his abuse no longer, she applied for 
a divorce. 
Sm ith came a t once to. her and 
endeavored to effect some sort of a compro­ 
mise, but she refused to listen to his en 
treaties. 
Smith and his wife have two children aged 
16 and 12, a boy and girL 
A few days ago 
owing to the trouble existing in the fam ily 
Mrs. Smith thought best to send the children 
to the west and south sides. Saturday even 
ing Smith returned to the rooms partially 
intoxicated, but left after staying a short 
time. 
As he went out the two defenseless 
women bolted the door to prevent his return 
but about 1U o’clock , it is supposed, he 
forced an entrance through the window. 
The women greeted his entrance with cries 
of fright and fled 
to an adjoining room 
where he followed and heaped curses and 
insults 
upon 
their 
heads 
until 
it 
became 
necessary 
to call 
in 
an 
officer 
to 
quiet 
the row.

the policeman retired all remained quiet 
throughout the night. 
About 
8 :3 ) Sunday 
morning Mr j. H attie W right, the janitress 
of the building, went down to the Smith 
room and k nock ed 
repeatedly, and' a t­ 
tempted to force the door. 
Hearing groans 
inside, she called out, “W hat is the m atter?” 
But receiving 1.0 reply secured a step-ladder, 
mounted it and look ed over the transom 
and saw blood. 
She notified her husband, 
who summoned others in the block , and 
they found Patrolm an Wood, who brok e 
into the room. 
They discovered the three 
bodies lying on the bed. 
They pick ed up 
Sm ith’s 
body,

between the two 
women on the l>ed, and carried it to the 
uext room. 
It was still warm, and medical 
aid was summoned.

Faith, in the largest acceptance of 
the term, is magnificently more advanced 
than m an’s senses and the reasoning power 
that superintends them.

Six Week* of Self-InliuinaMon. Followed 
by a Com plete K eim seitation-rrv- 
I 
paring for the Trial—lte- 
stored to Life. 


‘i - >f.f 
t r iThe most extraordinary foat performed 
by the fakir* of India is, undoubtedly, that 
of being buried alive, an account of which 
was published recently in a Vienna pap« -* 
by Dr. Honigberger, former court phy sician 
to the rajah of Lahore, an i corroborated by 
Sir Claudius Wade, English envoy resident 
of Lahore. 
This feat of phy sical endurance 
throws the forty day s fasting of Dr. Tanner 
completely into the shade. 
The preparations 
made by theee fakirs when about to subject 
themselves to the dangers of inhumation, 
are thus described by the doctor: 
i# The first duty consist» in the construction 
a tombo 
of a tomb or cave from which the air and 
light osa be wholly excluded, tob e entenri 
by a small door, which is walled up with 


c l a y 
as soon as the fakir enters. 
This ca^e 
is provided with a soft Issi formed of Hh«H»f«- 
skins and cotton. 
In order to accustom him­ 
self to this al*od<\ th« * experimentist 
tiegiii» 
by remaining here at first but a few hours 
every day , increasing tin* time to se\ eral 
flay » , or until he can almost wholly exist 
without air. 
During this preliminary in­ 
habitation of his tomb, he posses his time in 
meditation upon the power of divinity , 
chanting his pray ers, an/1 counting ri««* Bra- 
hamic chaplet until he is able to 
pronounce 
6,000 words in less than twelve hours. 
He 
also accustoms himself to positions in which 
the feet are elevated in the air and the h«*«<l 
hanging down near to the earth, or the iimlw 
bent, doubled, and twisted into all sort* of 
contortions. 
II» TRAINING FOR THK Tit!AL. 
After this practice with the hinges of the 
body come« the training of the respiratory 
organa 
Beginning by holding his breath 
for five minutes, he soon succeeds in holding 
it twenty . 
He also practice* tin* feat of in­ 
flating his lungs, allowing the air to escape 
b y degrees, until the power he acquires in 
this direction is something marvelous. Then 
follows the weekly incisions of the under 
muscle* of the tongue, twenty -four of which 
are made, when this organ becomes sus­ 
ceptible of being curved so as to completely 
close the opening of the lary nx. 
T * ac­ 
celerate this object the tongue is frequenti v 
treated with astringent oils, and rolled back 
and manipulated by the fingers for hours. 
In addition to these special preparations, the 
fakir observes the rules of his caste, notahly 
that of al « staining from all animal I« xhL 
After having eaten, to remove all particles 
adhering to the coatings of the stomach, he 
swsSlows, at regular 
intervals, a narrow 
strip of linen, which lie soon withdraw** from 
the mouth nguim After the accomplishment 
of this severe course of training, which re­ 
quires several months, the fakir is ready to 
undertake the trial of inhumation. 
The qiost noted of the fakirs who lvad 
passed through this ceremony was Hai id<*s, 
whose burial was witnessed by Dr. Honig- 
berger, and whose portrait is now in his i« os- 
session. 
On the day appointed, In the presence of 
of the court an* 1 a large 
concourse of |>eo- 
ple, Harides ap¡>earedin their 
midst, and, 
seating himself upon a white shroud, oro.vw-d 
his legs and turn« ! his face tow ard the east. 
His countenaive was serene and Id* ex­ 
pression exalted. 
Centering his eyes upon 
the extrem ity of his nose, 
in a short spuco of 
time the magnetic catalepsy was produced. 
The eves 
gradually closed, ami the 
limbs 
became righi. 
The servant of the tak ir 
Harides being an ascetic of the highest order 
—hurried forward to « dost* his eves and plug 
the apjtorture« of his ti<« se with linen sat­ 
urated with melhri wax. 
tt rapping Ilio 
Inxly in its shroud he rlos» *<l it over th« 'fa­ 
k ir’s head, tying theends firmly, after wliieli 
the body presented th« * api« earance of a tilled 
sack. 
This knot was seal« si with the seal of 
the rajah, and the Ik nly, now incloied in 
a 
wooden l« ox, seal<*<l in lik e manner, waa 
piacisi iu the cave, the door of winch was 
closed, sealed, and walled in with clay . This 
tomb was guarded day and night, and thou- 
Muids of pious Hindoos remained about the 
spot, glorifying the saint who was L lievod 
now* tob e enjoying the 
special favor of 
Brahma. 
It wa* a time of great religious 
exaltation. 
ROUSED FROM HIS LONG SLEEP. 
W hen the 
day agreed upon for Harides’ 
exhumation arrived the rajah and his court 
appeared at the tomb. Ordering the dri d 
clay to be removed, and examining the seals 
of the door 
and finding them intact, he 
caused tli<} cave to bo opened. 
Nothing hud 
been disturbed*, everything 
remain« *! as 
when the fak ir entered upon liis long sleep. 
The doctor upon touching the 
shroud 
found it covcm l with moisture. 
U pon the 
servants rem« » ' mg the Laxly from the !><*> he 
allowed it tostam i upright again» ;! the cover 
for some moments while he proo- « U 1 to 
jour warm w ater over the top of 
the sa k. 
Upon the removal of the sack the 
doctor re­ 
q uested to be allowed to examine tie* Ik nly 
1 of ore any attem pt was made at 
n s u s c i.a 
tion. 
He 1 >und the legs and arm-, 
w rinkled 
and stiff, the head resting ujam 
tir* rig ht 
.-houMer; no pulsation 
in the 
arm* or leg s 
w as <li.*ct mible, nor in the 
reg i« » 11 o f the 
l:« -art. 
Th ‘ whole body was 
cold wi t h tie 
« xeeptiou of the head, upon 
whi< i) th<- w arm 
w ater hail 
be« *n jxiured.

Applications of warm cataplasms wen* ma« l« *

The linen plugs were removed from 


1 he nostrils and the mouth opened, but the 
fakir still remained inanimate, and the doc­ 
tor L>gan to doubt the possibility of hi* re­ 
suscitation, although rejHMitelly assunsi that 
such would l« e the case. Hariiios ha\ ing s«‘v- 
* ral titnes before passed some time iti a state 
of Husjiended animation, 
A knife was now brought, and the tongue 
unrolled and placed in its normal position. 
It would not stay, and the servant was 
obliged to use force for a time to hold it in 
place. 
The ey elids were rubbed with oil, 
and the servant raised them. 
The ey es ap­ 
peared glassy and staring. 
After several 
applications of the warm cataplasms upon 
the cranium th« body was noticed to tremble 
slightly , the nostrils to dilate, the puke to 
feebly move, and tbs limbs to become more 
pliable. 
Upon covering the tongue with oil 
or butter again, it 
was seen to move per- 
nepUhly , %ad the ¡J es te partial!# recovjr 


Their brightness. 
The fak ir ws^, Indeed, re­ 
turning to life. 
For some momenta he ap­ 
peared engaged in collecting his wandering 
thoughts, which, when accomplished, ho 
turned to the rajah and calmly inq uired: 
“Do you believe 
in mo now?” 
The whole process of resuscitation had oc­ 
cupied somewhat more than au hour's time. 
Although weak and partially dazed m his 
conceptions, 
the fak ir was carried to the res­ 
idence y j tfef rajah, where he was scale« ! ft* 
the head of the royal table, clothed 
with a 
robe of honor, a chain of pearls 
place*! about 
hisnecK, and gold bracelets encircling 
his 
wrists. 
For six week s he bad lain in his 
grave, a cl the feast was ord« *red in t^onor of 
bis return to life.---Foreign Letter.

" The old recipe of “ a hair of the dog that 
hit y ou,” was almost literally realised in a 
prescription for the cure of hy drophobia 
much in vogue with the “ Pasteurs” of the 
fifteenth century : “ Take a mastiff pup of a 
month old, and stuff the same with cloves, 
cinuamon, and divers other spices, and there­

th« « carcass entire, the which, 
taken warm from the pot and laid unto the 
part that 
hath l« een bitten, will, without 
doubt, do much 
good” —which, somehow or 
other, it did not. 
A more primitive but more successful 
method was employ ed within the memory .of 
living men in a remote part of Ireland, the 
patient Unrig the eldest son of the family , a 
fine lad of 10. His recovery apjiearing hope­ 
less from the strong sy mptoms of hy dro­ 
phobia which he exhibited, the doctors de­ 
cided upon bleeding him to death as the only 
alternative to the barltarous plan of smother­ 
ing under a feather bed, which was then 
common. 
A vein was opened and he was 
locked into an outhouse and left to die. 
But 
toward evening the milkmaid of the house­ 
hold, j» ossing near the spot with her pail, 
was amaze« ! to hear the sufferer’s voice 
faintly asking for “ something to drink” 
Over joy 
at this unmistakable sign of re­ 
covery , she lost no time in summoning as­ 
sistance, and the y oung mad*» life was saved, 
th« * phy sicians ascribing his extraordinary 
escape to the carry ing off of the potaou by 
the copious flow of blood.—New York Times.
